With L.A. Rams

According to John B. Lemos, 
Hartnell president, Voris asked 
school officials to release him from 
his present contract so that he 
could accept the offer from Ram 
Head Coach Hampton Pool. The 
school officials agreed to let Voris 
join the Los Angeles Rams. Voris 
immediately signed a contract with 
the Rams and notified Hampton 
Pool of his decision. Hartnell 
President Lemos stated, “Voris is 
one of the greatest young coaches 
in the business. We hate to lose 
such a fine coach and teacher from 
our faculty. We know that Voris 
has done a lot to raise the stand- 
ards of junior college coaching in 
the West.” No mention was made 
today of Voris’ successor. 

Hampton Pool, the Rams’ out- 
standing head coach, said, “Voris 
knows more about line coaching 
techniques than any coach in the 
business. It was Dick Voris who 
contributed greatly to our 1953 
campaign. His work with our line 
during the summer training - pro- 
gram produced outstanding results. 
His knowledge of the split “T” def- 
initely helped the Rams.

If your holdings are very 
extensive, have a lawyer prepare 
one to fit your needs. Then be 
sure to have it recorded with the 
county or municipal clerks for the 
original might get lost. 

YOUR LETTERS HOME are 
more important than you think. It 
is a good idea to have your family 
save ALL letters you write while 
in uniform.

Three new books added to the 
Hartnell library are. “Masterplots,” 
“Time and Time Again,” and “The 
Oliviers.” : 

“Time and Time Again” by 
James Hilton is a reasonably inter- 
esting story of the rather unevent- 
ful life of minor British diplomat, 
Charles Anderson, who has filled 
several posts with fair success and 
no publicity, The story begins with 
Anderson and his son dining in 
Paris on Gerald’s seventeenth birth- 


day. When Charles learns that 
Gerald’s reason for leaving dinner 
early is a girl, he recalls his own 
youthful romance, and from there 
on Charles’ life story is brought up 
to date through’a series of flash- 
backs. Good picture of the English 
upper middle class. 

“The Oliviers’ by Felix Barker, 
is a book about the private lives 
and careers of two of the theatre’s 
brightest stars. 

Together and alone, in plays on 
Broadway and London, and in films 
made in Hollywood and England, 
Sir Laurence Olivier. and Vivien 
Leigh have given many memorable 
performances, but have always left 
a great deal of the curiosity about 
themselves unsatisfied.
